© Woreester,, Mass.; April 2.—Dr.'R.. 
#. Goddard, professor of physics 2 
Clark College, acting under the pat- 
ronage of the United States War De- 
partment, the Smithsonian Institu- 
tien, Clark University and Worces- 
ter Polytechnic Institute, has invent- 
ed a‘ new rocket that it reported to 
be a terrible engine of war, with an 
altitude range of 70 miles straight 
Up into the air.and a distance range 
of at lea 0 rpfles. 

The rocket, in the opinion of the 
scientists who have investigated ‘its 
workings, is the most efficient rocket 
ever developed, {t is claimed~ the 
best-known rocket In use today ‘has 
an efficiency of less than three per 
cent. while the Goddard rocket has 
lan efficiency of 63 per cent. 

. The rocket has been developed “in 
as ispectal laboratory at Worcester 
Teth:, and’ the signing of the armis- 
tice prevented Jts being put “to ‘ac- 
tual use in warfare against the Ger- 
mans, as all the local tests had been 
completed. Thess jtests, made. by 
models, showed that a rocket weigh- 

‘jing 30 pounds, equipped with a God- 
dard system of propulsion, could be 
Sent into the alr far above the 
earth’s atmosphere, _ 

The Goddard rocket is propelled 
by a perfect gas ‘engine installed in 
tho lower part of the shell, the ex- 
plosions that generaté the

fs limited only bythe amount of 
propelling cartridges ft could be fit- 
ted to carry. The rocket. does not 
require a connon % start it on its 
flight, the journey being started 
from any point where a man can get 
The weapon feature of the rocket is 
the head, where a chamber is fitted 
to contain either high explosives or 
gas. Men who have followed the de- 
velopment of Dr. Goddard's rocket 
claim it can be made as efficient in 
naval warfare as !n land battles.

1,100 tons per day,’ but these used 
only a comparatively smalfamount 
of the waste coal. In Germany, twon- 
ty millfon tons of briquettes were 
made, and in France immense quan- 
titles were also manufactured.

Ottawa, April 5.—Consideration Is 
being given by the Government to 
the question adopting a new coat of 
arms for the Dominion of Canada 
which will be representative of al' 
the provinces comprised in the Con- 
federation. A committee of officials 
has been appointed to take up thc 
subject and consider designs submit- 
ted to it. The committee consists of 
Thomas Molvey, K.C., under-secfe- 
tary of State; Sir Joseph Pope, un- 
der-secretary .of State for Externa‘ 
Affairs; Major-Gen. Gwatkin, chief 
of the General Staff; and Dr. A. G. 
Doughty, Dominion archivist. 

The present coat of arms is rep- 
resentative of the provinces of On- 
tarlo, Quebec, New Brunswick, and 
Nova Scotia, which originally com- 
posed the Canadian Confederation. 
That coat of arms was adopted In 
1868; sincd then Prince Edward Is- 
land and British Columbia have en- 
tered the Federation. Manitoba has 
been constituted and finally Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta have been cary- 
ed out of what was the northwest 
territories.

An Historical Document 

Mr. Herbert Bull, Bloomfield, has 
jbrought to Nght a receipt for seven 
j barrels of flour at $7 per barel, d2t 
ed “Hallowell 6 mo., 23rd 1815.

“Rd. from Moses White by the 
hand of Stephen White, seven bar 
rels of flour at seven dollars per bar 
rel—forty-nine dollars by me—Jobr 
Bull.

New Form of Anaesthetic 


Development Made 
Surgical Knowledge. 


| Paris, April 7.—‘Thore Has been 
little new in the development 
surgical knowledge during . the 
war,”, was the statement 
famous American surgeon, Colonet! 
Joseph A. Blake, to a distinguishea 
medical audience at the Sorbonne. 
Colonel Blake has been for severat 
months the chief surgical officer o1 
the American hospitals in Paris. 

A point he made was that in the 
early days of the war there was a 
tendency toward antiseptics of the 
old school, which did kill microbes,’ 
but at the same time prevented the 
surrounding tissue from healing’ 
normally. : 

Tho latest treatment, which Col. 
Blake says began only in the spring} 
of 1917, fs based on the principte. 
that well-nourished tissues can nov. 
only ‘withstand. but etiminate in-| 
fection. He attributes his success 
to ‘the methods’ of the French} 
surgeon, Lemaitre, who simply! 
cleansed ¢he wound, removed all 
devitalized tissues and , foreign mast 
terials and then closed it immediate-! 
ly without the use’ of an antiseptic, - 

Similarly, in the case of gangrene 
whose ravages were very great in 
the e«rly days ofthe war, it is now 
Tecognized that the ideal treatmont 
consists in removing the conditions 
favorable to the microbe’s growth.

DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS 


The Formal Etiquette That Governs 
This Ceremony and the Issuance 
of Safe canduct Papers Etc.

When a foreign country declares 
war It is usual for Its representative 
formally to present this declaration, 
the terms of which are received by 
wire from the foreign minister, un- 
der wh order he acts, and then 
to ask for his passport, or safe con- 
,auct papers, which are furnishoi 
jai by the foreign office of the nn- 
tion whose honored guest he hgs 
been. On tho other hand, If the In- 
{tlative is taken by the country to 
which he is accredited his passport 
4a sent him by special messenger. 

An ambassador fs the persoanl 
representative of his sovereign, and 
the responsibility rests. with the 
country among whose people he has 
been staying to insure him a safe 
passage out of its boundaries. 

If the ambassador has held bis 
position long and is on terme of 
great cordiality with the foreign min- 
isfer he generally calls to express 
his sorrow at the unfortunate turn 
of cvénts and to take a friendly fare- 
well; and occasions have been known 
when such leave-taking has been cf

Dutch’ police “inspector: explained 
(writes a Pall’ Mall Gazette “corres: 
pondent), that to‘expal them ‘would 
simply mean that their places: would 
be taken Dy* other and unknown 
agents. " : 


They dritted into Holland on’vari-|~. - 


ous pretexts.. Some were: highly edu- 

ed'men,\ capable of moving in the 
best society, others were mere ehad- 
Owers and toots. .They took ‘up -all 
sorts. of positions. The case of the 
Ports: at, the Hotel des Indies, the 
Ritz and the Hague, who proved to 
be a brother of the then German 
Ambassador at Constantinople, is al- 
ready known to the public. But that 
fs only one of tho hundreds of simt- 
lar incidents. 


The chief task of this army of men 
has been, at eoure, to ep in touch 
with Britain, @ early days of 


the war thero was no more difficulty 
in this than if there was no war on, 
British passports in those days were 
not worth the paper on which they 
Were produced. 

A young journalist, who was in 
Holland, but had no passport got one 
from the local consul (a Dutchman, 
of course), simply on the production 
of @ letter’ from home. Later on ft 
was rendered very dificult to get a 
British passport, but curlously 
enough, the previous issue of worth- 
less papor was not withdrawn until 
tho war had been in progress’ for 
three full years, It need hardly be 
sald that the German secret service 
made good uso of tholr carelessness, 

Again tho spies benefited from the 
lack of co-operation between our dif- 
forent departments. Thus, in one 
large town the British community 
was unofficially warned ogainst pa:- 
ronizing o certain music dealer who 
was a known German agent. Yet 
that man was one of the fow Dutcn 
music dealers who had a Ilcense for 
the import of British music. 

Dutchmen were largely used as 
courlors betwoen tho German agents 
In Holland and the sptes tn Britatn. 
Loose women and night clubs were 
employed as o means of ensnaring 
young men for this purpose. 

Another aspect of tho activities of 
these human moles was that of gath- 
ring information in Holland. The 
Organization bebind\them was mar- 
vollous, 

"Enormous prices were pald to 
Dutch tolegraphists for copies of En- 
tent code wires passing betweon the 
Jegations and Downing Street or the 
Quay d'Orsay, So rampant did this 
evil become that the Dutch author!- 
ties had to insist on each operator 
submitting to a search before going 
on duty, and again afterwards. 

Photography was used to an oxtra- 
aordinary extent, Passengers boarc- 
ing the boats for England were snap- 
shotted and the photos all carefully 
filed, ,

Private Harry McDonald, son of 
Mr. William McDonald, McDonald 
Ave.,,arrived home yesterday after- 
noon to the great surprise of his 
friends, no notice of his coming hay- 
ing been récelved. Harry is onc of 
Belleville’s: young men who has seen 
war front many angles, first as a 
participant and then as a prisoner of 
war in a German coal mine. 

Harry enlisted in 1915 with the 
8th C.M.R, and went to the front 
with the 4th C.M.R. It was at the 
}¥pres on June 2nd, 1916 
taken prisoner,’ having bcen 
unded. In that battle the 
ffies had 750 casualties. 
@. spent twelve days in Cologne 
“hospital and was then removed to 
Steudhal and afterwards to Merse- 
burg, Saxony, where he wis sent in- 
to'the coal mincs, 

“We were getting out coal for 
them for two years and a half and 
4, .jhen they could not win” sald the 
“soldier. 

Life in a German coal mine was 

~ not very attractive. Pte. McDonald 
states that the prisoners were sent 
down at 5.30 in the morning. and 
came up at 6.15 In the evening. They 

did not get up to the surface at mid- 

day. That was the grind they under- 

went, scarcely ever seeing daylight. 

There were 830 prisoners in the 

mines, Russians, French, etc., there 

being only 15 English-speaking. The

Keep Lamps Clean 


Dirty electric lamps are inefficient 
ang wasteful. A recent investigation 
in a large establishment disclosed 
interesting figures in the extent of 
this waste. A group of lamps with 
a week's accumulation of dirt show- 
ed an average absorption of light of 
16 per cent., some of them running 
nearly "s high as 20 per cent. An- 
other group which had been used for 
three weeks had an average absorp- 
tion of 22 per cent. with a maximum 
of over 26° percent. Figuring on 
this basis, 16 per cent. at the end 
of one week, or 22 per cent. at the 
end of three weeks, would be requir- 
ed to obtain the same !!lumination 
that would have been obtained :f 
the lamps were kept clean. This, of 
course, meant a corresponding in- 
crease in the electric light bill.

Glenorchy Left for Toledo—In 1887 
Boats Piicd on Xmas 

Midiand, April 10.—A new record 
was established here Saturday for 
early sailing when the Glenorchy, of 
the Great Lakes Transportation Com- 
pany, left for Toledo. She will load 
coal and return to this port. The 
{ce is not yet out of the harbor, but 
the channel kept open by tugs all 
winter for the freighters coming 
here. from Port McNicoll. was used 
by the Glenorchy om her outward 
trip until ahe changed her course, 


when she was able to plow through

Capt Fred Burke, who 
has the reputation of being the last 
fresh water captain to tle up and the 
first to leave port, is in charge of 
the Glenorchy, with Geo, Price as en- 
gineer.

“Those who still think fhit the 
practice of taking habit-forming 
drugs is a amall thing, and greatly 
exaggerated, should know that in 
last January alone the demands up- 
on the wholesale drug dealers was| 
more than the demand for the en- 
tire year of 1918, In’ February the 
demands took such a leap that: the 
wholesalers were compelled to put 
into effect restrictions limiting the 
amount to be sold to each person. 

“One thing I woulg like to empha- 
size," he continued, “and that {s that 
the legitimate practitioner has_no- 
thing to fear, In fact wo want him 
to co-operate In treating those per- 
bons who now find that thoy can ne 
longer havo recourse to the illicit 
and unscrupulousphyaicians. ite

The “proposed changes affect 
principally the Arts faculty and are 
declared ‘to ‘further © matorially the 
university's alm to send forth, not 
men of mere exterior culture, but 
men of brain power and breadth of 
visfon. a 
Queen's has always followed close- 
ly the system of the Scottish national 
universities. So closely has it fol- 
lowed it, in fact, that its students 
have been stamped with an individ- 
uality pecullarly Celtic. Their clan- 
tehness is proverbial; and their 
staunchness to “Old. Queen's” 
smacks somewhat of the Scotch- 
man's devotion to the heather-clad 
Lillis of his homeland.’ Queen’s will 
att adkere largely to the Scotch sys- 
tem, but it is the claim of the. uni- 
: versity authorities to have reached 
{n the development of this system 
a higher plane and one which will 
give to the country a more capable 
‘|type of university manhood. 

Under »the ‘present regulations} 
whioh govern the granting of degrees 
a student may specialize heavily in 
one department-and take’ largely el 
ementary work in a few others, or he 
may take a widely general course, 
specializing in no one.subject. The 
weakness of this arrangements felt 
to be that a student goes forth see- 
ing life from only one viewpoint, or 
else with a superficial knowledge 
which is sufficient for life's require- 
ments. The university authorities 
have hitherto answered this obfe cl 
tion, however, by arguing that one 
student Has Iearned.the method of 
study and research and has develop- 
ed a brain power which will enable 
him to become the master of any 
knowledge which he may require, 
while the other student is to some 
extent the-tttaround man which the 
ordinary situations of life require. 

The new system to be adopted by 
Queen’s claims to combine both these‘ 
advantages: For the first two years’ 
the college course Is to be thorough- 
ly general, while for the last two 
years the student will be ‘required to 
select two subjects, pursulng one ex- 
heustively and obtaining an advanc- 
ed knowledge of the other. Thus it 
is planned to graduate students who

seen that sho attempted to cut Its 
throat, but miwsed, several severe 
Kashos being cut in the Infant's face, 
Probably terrorized by her act and 
the consequences of ‘the deed. she at- 
tenypted to take Ser own life by cut- 
ting her throut, She was probably 
Prevented from carrying out her 
deed in full by the Intervention of 
ther husband.

Officer Weds A

About the time the armistice was 
signed Capt. Balfour escaped to Den- 
mark and there he met and wedded 
a charming Danidh girl, Miss Gerda, 
tho eldest daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Viadimar Wolff, of Viborg. The 
wedding ceremony was ‘celebrated 
on April 6th in the Protestant cath- 
edral at Viborg. After the wedding 
the happy couple came on to Eng- 
land where Capt. Balfour expects to 
complete hig_ Arts course at Cam- 
bridge University.

Atrocities. to Which. hich . Nurses Were 
Sabjected in Hospitals in Bel. 
‘glum 


Olivet, «Mich; April 30.—Four 
years of torture at the hands of her 
German captors, including the ‘twist- 
ing of one arm untill it. broke and 
the cutting off of the other at .the 
elbow. by a German patient she had 
nursed back to health, was the ex- 
perience 6f° Marie Rousseau, a Mar- 
quette, Mich., girl serving asa nun 
in a French convent in Belgium at 
the oufreak of the war, Broken in 
health, and spirit, given up by her 
family aa dead, Sister Mario Ys ‘now 
{nm an army hospital at Rouen, 
France, Her experiences have just 
been revealed in a letter to her ‘bro- 
ther, Henry Rousseau, a student at 
Olivet College, this state. 


‘All Girls’ Mutilated 


She .was taken prisoner during 
the second week of the war while 
teaching {n a convent in Trois Pis- 
toles, Belglum. The two hundred 
girls in the convent ware deported in 
box cars, after each was mutilated 
through the cutting off-of an ear, & 
hand pr_ fie severing of a nerve near 


@ sixteen nuns {n the convent 
were forced to nurse wounded Ger- 
mans in that locality two weeks, then 
taken to a German hospital near the 
Belgian border. where for four yearé 
they were compelled to nurse Ger- 
man soldiers. They prepared food, 
which consisted of boiled frass and 
bark of trees. They Worked in gar- 
dens and made bandages from ‘their 
clothing. - Most ofthis: time’no doc- 
tors were in attendance; 

The cruelty of their captors sur- 
passea belief. A nun who tried. to 
hide two eggs from the officers in 
ordér to feed herself was killed and 
her. body was burned. © The wound- 
¢d, whose lives were being saved by 
the nurses, never showed a sign of 
sppreciation ‘or friendliness. And 
as the war drew to a close the bar- 
baric tendencles of the Germans at 
the hospital increased.
